Nov. 2 2 .- The convention 
of the American Federation, of Labor 
has adopted a resolution condemning 
Postm aster General Burleson for his 
•autocratic policy toward postal em­ 
ployes," and instructed the executive 
council of the Federation to obtain 
an audience with President Wilaon 
and place before him facts “concern­ 
ing the oppressive tabor policy of the 
postm aster general." 
In adopting the resolution the con­ 
vention overturned a report from the 
resolution committee which had re­ 
ported in flavor of referring the com­ 
plaint to the executive council for in­ 
vestigation. 
Two 
other resolutions 
aimed at the postm aster general for 
suppression of pro-German newspa­ 
pers had béen sidetracked in this way. 
The resolution condemning the post­ 
m aster general for his attitude toward 
federal employed was introduced by 
Thomas E. Flaherty of the National 
Federation of Postal Employes, and 
Edward J. Gainer of the National As­ 
sociation of L»Jiier Carriers. 
Approximately 260,000 workers in 
the postal service, the resolution said,

tions imposed by an autocrat.” 
In opposition to the mm ion to refer 
the resolution to the executive coun­ 
cil.

Char­ 
acterising the refusal of Gov. McCall 
of Massachusetts Jfiji honor his requis­ 
ition for the return to West Virginia 
for trial of John Johnson, a negro, 
charged with attacking a white giff 
in this city, as constituting “a re­ 
flection upon the state of West Vir­ 
ginia and shows a deplorable lack of 
knowledge of It and Its people.” Gov. 
John J. Cornwell late yesterday made 
public a letter vhlch he had w'ritten 
to the Massachusetts executive. 
Pre­ 
vious to receiving Gov„ McCall’s let­ 
ter declining to honor the requisition. 
Gov Cornwell had written 
to 
the 
Massachusetts governor 
a 
personal 
letter guaranteeing thnt 
no 
harm 
should come to Johnson and declar­ 
ing “there is absolutely no danger of 
Johnson being lynched or otherwise 
mistreated. 
Gov. Cornwell’s letter sent to Gov 
McCall follows: 
. 
“1 have your letter declining to hon­ 
or my requisition for the return of 
John Johnson. no*w 
in 
your 
cfty, 
charged with rape in this county. 
“With all due respect to the repre- 
sentktlve 
of 
your 
state 
who vis­ 
ited this city for the alleged purpose 
of making an Investigation regarding 
the case, I am compelled to say that 
he has evidently misled you as to the 
fiacts In this matter. The suggestion 
that exaggerated reports of the crime 
have been generally circulated in the 
community and that on account of the 
nature of these reports and the rare 
off the defendant, there exists a pre­ 
judice which would be difficult, if not 
impossible, of control by the most up­ 
right judge, is not only unwarranted 
and untrue, but is a reflection upon 
this state, and its courts, which I 
very frankly and respectfully resent. 
It Is not justified by any records or 
incidents connected with 
the 
state 
since its organization. 
«►“The prosecuting attorney of this 
county, in a letter to me advised that 
your ‘trained officers’ who came, to 
this city for the alleged putposc of 
investigating the cases were here sev­ 
eral days before calling upon any of­ 
ficer of the state or county; that he 
frequented the 
‘red 
light’ 
district 
where Johnson’s alleged crime was 
committed in an apparent effort to ob­ 
tain information which would war­ 
rant his making an adverse report; 
thgt, on the very day he left Charles­ 
ton he called at the office of the pros­ 
ecuting attorney for the first time; 
that the prosecuting attorney 
gave 
him the names of a great many wit­ 
nesses whom he could not have in­ 
terviewed before leaving the city and 
gave him all the facts -within the pos­ 
session of the state’s representatives. 
“The prosecuting attorney request­ 
ed the privilege of presenting West 
Virginia’s side of the case at the com­ 
ing hearing of Johnson in 
Massa­ 
chusetts and was assured it was not 
necessary to do so, but when he in­ 
sisted upon making that appearance, 
he was told he wopld be advised when 
the matter was to be again heard and 
that no such advice was received and 
that the prosecuting attorney had no 
intimation or information relative to 
the time of the further hearing as 
promised. 
“Only a few days ago I honored a 
requisition for the return of an al­ 
leged fugitive to your state. 
The 
crhne with which he was charged was 
insignificant and unimportant compar­ 
ed with the one with which Johnson 
is charged and for which t-wo people 


now are serving sentence in the state 
penitentiary as accessorlc*. 
“Your refusal to grant this requisi­ 
tion for thp reasons, as alleged, ron- 
atitute a reflection upon the state cf 
West Virginia and ahows a deplorable 
lack of knowledge of if and its peo­ 
ple. 
It also, ha my opinion, tends to 
thwart the ends of justice and violate* 
the spirit ef comity between the states 
to such an extent that I shall feel 
compelled to scrutinize 
with 
more 
than usual care any similar requisi­ 
tion from you.” 
The crime with which Johnson Is 
charged was an attack on a 14 year- 
old white girl, alleged to have been 
committed in December. 1918. 
Nine 
persons were indicted in

case, 
seven of whom now are serving sen­ 
tences for the crime.
